1 . The present claims are deemed allowable over the references Akashi et al. US 
3,916,039 and Ishii et al. US 6,103,365 since both patents fail to disclose or render 
obvious applicants invention. 

While Akashi et al. and Ishii et al. disclose a multi-layer magnetic tape; both fail 
to discuss the irreversible color changing backlayer on oxidation reaction.
